families. The breakdown of the total 
farm revenue for this year shows 
1152,000,000 for wheat including bon¬ 
uses, or an average of $606 per fam¬ 
ily from wheat. (Hher sources of rev¬ 
enue are coarse gprains $29,873,000; 
livestock $104,637,000; dairy products 
$31,167,000; eggs and wool $6,340,000; 
miscellaneous $10,190,000; vegetables, 
etc., $2,660,000. These other sources 
divide up into $618 per family to make 
the total average farm income from 
all sources $1,122 for’this year. Out of 
this total of $1,122 each ^rm family 
has'to pay all living expenses, a^d 
costs of growing, harvesting, hauling 
o market, etc. 

Some families are better off than 
average, and on the other hand, there 
are many families much below aver¬ 
age, particularly those‘who are oblig¬ 
ed to depend mainly on the revenue 
from wheat alone.

of farm machinery and 2 items of 
school and municipal taxes. These 
items, we find, cost farmers today 
$1,004 a year. It will be observed, 
therefore, that each prairie farming 
family has on the average only 118 
dollars left ($1,122 minus $1,004) 
with which to pay for all those things 
which farming families require, and 
which are not included in the 147 
items in the Searle Iiidex. Such things 
for instance, as medical care, fire and 
life insurance; upkeep and cost of a 
car or a truck if such are used; holi¬ 
days, amusements, cost of high school 
education for children—whenever, as 
is quite common, there is no high 
school near the farm—payment of in¬ 
terest on borrowed money, on mort¬ 
gages and loatvs; payments for such 
small extra comforts that might be 
considered necessary for the well be¬ 
ing of a farming family. 

These figures show at a glance why 
our prairie farm families on the aver¬ 
age are reduced, to ^ comparatively 
'ow standard of living, and why so lit¬ 
tle 'can be repaid these days on debts. 

Cost of Living 

The Searle Index of the cost of 
things farmers buy (147 items) now 
stand.s at 160, (1913-14 equals 100). 
This means that these things cost far¬ 
mers of the West at the present time 
60% more than did similar items of 
the same quality in 1913-14. (These 
costs have risen 16% since August 
1939). The purchasing power of a 
bushel of wheat is now, therefore.

Japan claims that superior speed 
of the Jap naval fleet can offset the 
greater number and firing power of 
the U.S. naval vessels. 

In the cruiser class United States 
has 27 cruisers of more than 9,000 
tons. Japan has eight cruisers of 
comparible class. But Japan has four 
pocket battleships almost ready for 
action. 

It is said that Japan has 13 aircraft 
carriers in service, with two more al¬ 
most completed. United States has 
seven in service and 12 in the builo- 
ng. American carriers are much larg¬ 
er in size. Three of the Jap carriers 
are designed for seaplanes and it Ls 
said that six cargo vesseUs have been 
converted into auxiliary seaplane car¬ 
riers.

Bob Edwards* 
'*Eye Opener'* 

liob Edwards in Calgary Eye

A calamity in the early days 
of the High River Methodist 
Church—the Gramaphone of 

In the files of the Calgary Eye Op¬ 
ener of 1917, Bob Edwards seeks a 
few interviews and carrier some mili¬ 
tary notes on the war of that date. He 
reports:— 

Mr. John Mosley, the military ex- 
peit of Eighth Avenue is authority for 
the statement that the Italians made 
a grave mistake in allowing the Ger¬ 
mans to cross the Have River. Any¬ 
way Mr. Mosley knows geography. 

Says Haig Is Too Slow 
R. L. Malloy, a former resident of 
Calgary, is of opinion that Haig is too 
slow' in. his operations and should 
have been in Berlin long Sigo. Mr. 
Malloy was quite disappointed the 
other day in leaving Lethbridge after 
a two-year term, to find the British 
were still fighting round Ypres. 

Need a Vast Chinese Army - 
Major Percy Boggles the ferocious 
looking warrior who declined to revert 
to rank and is now back in these parts 
smoking El Pewko cigars and telling 
e\ eryone about the blunders of the Al¬ 
lied Generals, says the war could be 
brought to speedy conclusion by plac¬ 
ing Lord Northcliffe at the head of a 
vast Chinese army and turning them 
loose regardless of accepted military 
tactics. The gallant major gets his, 
whiskey from Saskatoon. 

Must Be Won by Prayer 
John A. Irvine, Laurier-Liberal 
candidate for West Calgary, claims 
that this war must be won by pray¬ 
ers. Mr. Irvine is not alone in this 
belief. It is shared by every slacker, 
pro-German and conscientious objec¬ 
tor in this country. 

Gramophone and Methodist Church 
Reverting to the past. Bob Edwards 
recalls early days at High River in 
this startling story of the gramophone 
choir and the inebriated salesman and 
the Methodist church. , 

“The gramophone choir promoter 
has visited High River—and departed. 
On being told that there was just one 
Methodist church (built by Percy Tay¬ 
lor) and having as its main pillar Dr. 
Stanley, the gramophone choir pro¬ 
moter explained his business. Having 
long realized the difficulties which 
small town churches experience with 
their rambunctious choirs, he had de¬ 
vised a scheme which ‘solved the 
whole cheese’ as he put it. All church 
troubles were traceable to the choir 
If the minister eloped it was sure to 
be with a member of the choir and so 
on. His Gramophone Choir would 
put a stop to all that nonsense. 

“Through the kindness of Dr. Stan¬ 
ley this rather scrubby individual ob¬ 
tained the promise of a fair trial for 
his gramophone choir on the morrow 
which was Sunday. Needless to say 
the machine was kept going full blast 
all Saturday night in the room ad¬ 
joining the bar and when Sunday 
morning dawned the professor was in 
bad shape from lack of sleep and too 
much of Jerry’s Fine Old Glenhorrors. 
Anyhow when Sunday evening came 
and the fateful hour for the demon¬ 
stration he was nervous. 

“All High River was, out at church 
to bear the gramophone choir, ‘the 


gang’ being thickly bunched in the 
back p>ews: Sure enough there was 
the instrument perched on a little ta¬ 
ble, with the professor capering round 
fixing it up. 

“Hymn Number 471’’ announced the 
preacher. “Hark the Herald Angels 
Sing’ omitting the third stanza.’’ 

“See here’’ argued the professor, 
“this here choir omits nothing. There 
are no hops and skips in the middle.’’ 

“Proceed sir” said the preacher. 

“All right let ’er go" says the pro¬ 
fessor. “Hark the Hefald AngeLs 
Sing” by the Edison quartet. 

As the notes of the beautjful hymn 
were wafted outward the professof 
stood beanning. The people were 
charmed, the preacher looked grate¬ 
ful, later making a few appropriate 
remarks on the ibarvellou.s advance in 
science and the blessings vouchsafed 
to human genius by the Almighty. 

The next hymn announced in the 
rourse of the service, was “Nearer My 
God To Thee‘’ and hearers leane<i for- 
iward expectantly. The preliminary 
! coughing and shuffling of the congre¬ 
gation dro vned out the original an¬ 
nouncement from the gramophone, but 
it was not long before it dawned on 
those assembled that the new choir 
was now singing “Just because you 
made them goo-goo eyes.’’ The profe.s- 
sor looked wildly round and then 
stopped the machine to put on anoth- 
ed record. But the minister stopped 
him with “The resignation of the 
Gramophone choir is accepted. Let 
us pray.” 

Next morning the scrubby individ¬ 
ual with his large satchel, immense 
horn and tremendous joy might have 
been seen wending his way over to 
the station bound for Macleod. The 
professor’s idea was good but poorly 
executed. It called for some degree 
of sobriety, and a little care to safe- 
gpiard the records from the mischiev¬ 
ous hands of his hotel pals. The pro¬ 
fessor may hflve been a failure at 
church but was a brilliant success at 
the bar. 

Trade Board Sets 

Turkey Ceiling i 

— 

(From War Time Trade Board) 

Prices for Christmas turkeys in 
Canada this season will find their own 
levels in relation to a maximum price 
of 31 cents per lb. at Vancouver and 
'52 cents per lb. at Montreal and Tor¬ 
onto for dressed birds, Grade A, in car 
lots. 

These “ceiling” prices were an¬ 
nounced in a statement issued Dec. 4, 
1941 by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board. Because relatively few tur¬ 
keys other than storage stocks were 
sold during the base period. Sept. 15 
to Oct. 11, it was fiecessary for tbe 
Board to decide on a price level. This 
was done after careful consideration 
of all points of view, the producer, the 
trade, and the consumer. 

The statement as announced per¬ 
mits customary premiums for quality 
with the proviso that they do not ex¬ 
ceed the set maximum price by more 
than 2 cents per lb. Price levels for 
all other grades sub-grades and 
weights are left to find their own price 
levels or price differentials relative 
to, but not above, the maximum set 
for Grade A.

Acute ethyl alcohol, 
shortage is being met by engaging 
facilit.es of whisky distilleries; 20,- 
000,000 bushels of grain have been te- 
leased for this purpose with necessary 
barley and yeast. If it works out as 
expected 60,000,000 gallons of indus¬ 
trial alcohol will be turned out. 

Continue British Hog Market 

“A resolution of the Chamber of 
Commerce is concerned with the 
maintenance of the bacon hog market 
of Britain after the war on perman¬ 
ent basis. 

“If at .the close of the war the Brit¬ 
ish re<|uirement8 fall off to any de¬ 
gree, then Canada with an immensely 
increased hog production, because oi 
the war, .will be faced with chaotic 
conditions amongst hog producers. 
I’his would carry down with' it the 
price of beef, poultry, etc. There is 
imperative need to jO'eserve and main¬ 
tain our present market in Britain. 

Breeding Herds in Europe 

“Foundation breeding herds in de- 
vasted Europe will be largely destroy¬ 
ed by war. Canada should now be 
laying plans to provide these require¬ 
ments. The health and quality of his 
livestock is very important. 

“The International joint committee 
of Canada and U.S.A. is studying 
such questions and Canadian-Ameri¬ 
can trade relations will have an im-

The Argeutii.e Government esti¬ 
mates probable wheat production in 
1941-42 at 18d.7 raiUion bushels. Ad- 
'^liing a carry-over of 110.2 million 
ousneU this makes ru total supplies 
293.9 million bushels, ilbmestic re- 
lUiiements are placed at 102.8 million 
oushels leaving a wheat surplus oi 
191 million bushels. 

A preliminary official estimate of 
wheat production in Southern liho- 
desia this year was placed at only 
160,000 bushels as compared with 182,- 
000 bushels in 1940. 

The Argent, ne Government has fix¬ 
ed minimum prices for the 1942 wheat 
.crop at 6.75 pesos, equal to 54'',. pei 
uushel, U.S. funds. Futures trading 
nas been suspended in wheat, liiiseeu 
and sunflower seed at Buenos Aires. 

The Canadian Government second 
official wheat estimate is down four 
million ■ bushels to o02,6()6,00p basii- 
cls compaied with 551,390,000 bushel^ 
ast y ear, or 45% less. 

The United States Congress has 
revised the Neutrality Act making it 
possible for American ship.s to enter 
the war zone. 

Burma may harvest a record rice 
crop in 1941-42 according to recent 
reports received, from llangoon. Last 
ear’s bumper crop amounted to 401.6 
million bushels which was the largest 
iroduced in recent years. 

U.S. corn production for 1941 has 
been officially estimated at 2,675 inil- 
iion bushels, up 360 million bushel- 
from the ten year average. ^ 

Corn production in Indo-Cliina in 
1941 is expected to be considerably 
lelow normal. 

Trade Minister MacKinnon an¬ 
nounced November 18th that the Brit¬ 
ish Ministry of Food has entered into 
m agreement to purchase 120 bushels 
of Canadian wheat. Purchase of a 
similar amount was announced last 
May making a total of 240 million 
lushels ordered by the U.K. this year. 
The new sale is in the form of fu¬ 
tures. 

The Nazis oiierations in Southern 
Rusfiia constitute a serious threat t( 
the north Caucasus, one of the rich¬ 
est agricultural regions of the Soviet 
Union. 

Commercial estimates of the out¬ 
turn of the Au.stralian wheat .caop 
range between 155 and 165 million 
lUshels compared with the recent pre¬ 
liminary official indication of 166 mil¬ 
lion bushels.
